Chinese Policy. 


Washington. .March 21.—Xow that 


President Wilson has repudiated the 
Tafl-Knox policy- of American partici- 
pation in Uic proposed six-power loan 
and withdrawn the United. States 
from the concert of powers with regard 
to Chinese affairs, interest is Keen, 
here to see what course of procedure 
will be subsfjtiited by tfep new admin- 
istration for ttsc- one now in the'jais- 
card. 


It is the general understanding 


here, on the basis of authoritative in- 
formation, that recognition of the pro- 
visional government in China Is to T)e • 
the next move by President Wilson. 
Recognition by the United States 
will, however, not solve China's prac- 
tical problem or make her path any 
easier, even though the act be pro- 
claimed in both countries. 


Jt is generally admitted that the 


great need of th«j Chinese government 
Is money. Inasmuch as this is the 
case, the question is being asked here, 
how? 


The task before China, with her 


past record for official corruption, der 
faulting on mow-y obligations and the 
mass of unpaid debts piled up sines 
the revolution began, is obviously a. 
dfiicult one. It is also pointed out 
that the bankers' group whom Secre- 
tary Knox prevailed on to enter into 
the six-power arrangements, repre- 
sent 
practically the 
only banking 


group in the United States with ex- 
perience in foreign finance and re- 
sources stifficirnt to undertake par- 
tinpation in a $125,00'j,000 loan and 
the other loans which are to follow. 


Comment already received 
from 


Berlin 
indicates the disfavor with 


which President Wilson's act was re- 
ceived. 
From the German point of 


view, the T'nSted States has been guil- 
ty of repudiating its relations with 
her. Having 
volun»arily withdrawn 


from tbe international council table it 
is dif!:-"ult to see how. the United 
Stales will be able to accomplish any- 
thing for China in case the Sve re- 
maining powers elee* to have their 
o-*a wa> v. ith her.
